The special telegraphic correspondence 
of the Louisville Courier-Journal from 
Washington, under date of May 4th, al- 
Judes to this important matter as follows: 


The faet that Gen. Terry, commanding 
in Georgia, had virtually suspended the 
writ of habeas corpus and instituted a 
military comtnission to try civil offeaders 
while the civil courts were in session, was 
not generally known here until to-day. 
The information at hand shows that a citi- 
2 n of Warrenton, Georgia, was arrested 
at midnight, without the knowledge of 
any charge, and at once imprisoned. 
Counsel sued out a writ of habeas corpus 
before the civil court having jurisdiction, 
but Gen, Terry gave orders that the writ 
should not be obeyed. I¢ seems that the 
Benate even did not intend to authorize 
such suspension under the Georgia bill, 
how pending in the House, and most of the 
Senators thought that the writ could not 
be suspended under present circumstances, 
but Gen. Terry has not only suspended the 
writ, but virtually declared martial law. 

Further information says the pretext for 
this is an intention to develop the Ku- 
Klux. For four days the examination of 
this citizén has been going on under bayo- 
nets, and the whole community thrown 
into terror lest suborned testimony may 
tonch the unoffending. A letter says tliat 
this ia u part of Bullock’s scheme to make 
2 that there is trouble in Georgia; 
0 tho fear at being involved with the 
military did not deter, the scheme would be 
exposed, and would startle the country, 
even in these times. The crime charged in 
this particular case is the murder of a citi- 
zen more than u year ago. The friends of 
the murdered man are numerous and de- 
cline to prosecute the man under military 
arrest forthecrime. It is believed in Geor- 
gia that other arrests are to follow this, 
though there are no inculpating facts, and 
the impression is creating general alarm.

Leaf Tobacco. 

Commissioner Delano has sent the fol- 
lowing instructions te the Collector of New 
Orleans: 

1. A person or firm purchasing leaf to- 
hacco on his own account and selling the 
same in this country, is liable to a special 
tax of $25, and to an additional tax of $2 
per $1,000 on his rates in excess of $100. 

2. If the leaf tobaceo purchased is ship- 
ped to foreign countfies or consigned to 
commission merchants or agents in this 
country and sold on account of the purchas- 
er, in either case such purchase is liable 
to the special tax of $25, but is not required 
to pay the tax on sales made for him by 
other parties. 

3. Persons who purchase leaf tobacco on 
orders and ship the same to the person or- 
dering it, or to their consignees for account 
of and at the risk of said parties, the pur- 
chasers having no ownership or interest in 
the tobacco further than their commission, 
are liable to pay special tax as commercial 
brekers and not as dealers in leaf tobacco. 


Statistical. 


The aggregate number of our people. o 
all occupations, from the census of 1860, in 
the States and Territories, was given as 
eight and one-fourth millions. Of these 
two and one-half millions are owners of 
farms; two and one-fourth millions more 
were farm laborers—direct producers 
while 2 we must add, for those engaged 
in fruit-growing and other horticultural 
productions, a full one-fourth million more ; 
making, in round numbers, five millions. 
or very nearly five-eights of all, which are 
properly classed as husbandmen. 

The money values of all agricultural 
productions are given by Commissioner 
Wells at over three and one-foarth billions 
of dollars; adding cotton, ‘woolensj fron. 
fish, railroads, and all other revenues only 
increases it to four and one-fourth billions; 
so that the strictly agricultural productions 
aggregate an amount equal to about three- 
fourths of the whole combined receipts of 
the country. 

Taking a few of the leading staple cere- 
als, from statisties of 1868, we find that the 
country planted 35,000,000 acres of Indian 
corn, which produced 1,000,000,000 bushels 
—value, 85.750.000; wheat, 18.500.000 acres, 
giving 250,000,000 bushels—worth $3,250,- 
000; oats, 10,000,000 acres, producing 250, 
000,000 bushels—value, $150,000,000; pota- 
toes, 1,125.000 acres, giving 100,000,000 
bushels— value, $34,000,000. 


Scientific. 


An English enthusiast is soliciting funds 
for an exploration of Mt. Ararat, with a 
view of recovering relics of the Ark. 

The railway bridge lately erected over 
the Dnieper, near Kiew, is one of the great- 
est works of the kind in the world, and the 
longest in Europe. It consists of twelve 
arches, and is 3,503 feet in length. 

Henry Bessemer, the inventor of the steel 
process, has patented a plan for the preven- 
tion of seasickness. By the application of 
the principle upon which a ship’s compas- 
ses are suspended, he provides a room which 
will be perfectly free from the rolling or 
pitching motion of the vessel. A working 
model, which has been already constructed, 
shows the simplicity and efficacy of the 


lan. 

Prof. Tyndall and Dr. Angus Smith hare 
recently made some important observa- 
tions upon the existence of organic matter 
inthe air. The moisture condensed on the 
windows of crowded houses, on examina- 
tion, was found to be filled with a thickly 
matter confervoid growth; or, in other 
words, the organic matter into confervae, 
the lowest forms of vegetation. Theat- 
mosphere of large towns is found to be 
loaded with these minute forms of vegeta- 
ble life, while the air of the country is 
comparatively free from their presence. 
How far these organisms contribute to the 
production of disease, is a matter of in- 
quiry, interesting alike to the physician 
and to the public. 

Professor Silliman, of Yale College. a few 
days since, analyzed what was sold for Port 
wine in Stonington, and the following was 
the result of his analysis: The liquor wes 
turbid, heavily laden with sugar or molas- 
ses ani some coloring matter; contained 
20 per cent. alcohol; over 10 per cent. sa- 
gar or molasses; about 100 grains sulphu- 
ric acid to the gallon, part of it free, as oil 
of vitriol, and part of it combined in alum; 
oxide of lead or litharge in poisonous quan- 
tities, or about ort ge tothe gallon. . Theal- 
cohol had an acid taste and the coloring 
matter an offensive odor. The liquor was 
stronger of lead than most waters that are 
poisoned by it. 

The following extraordinary narrative 
comes to Chili from San Juan, Argentine 
Republic: There existed in San Juan an 
individual eighteen years of age, who had 
two heads, both of them provided with a 
countenance at once expressive and of reg- 
ular outline, each looking toward the sides 
of the owner, and being united by the pos- 
terior part of the cranium.
